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In wake of Kalamazoo 
shootings, learn how 
Uber vets Its drivers

After the revelation that an Uber driver is the 
suspect in this weekend’s Kalamazoo, Mich., 
shooting rampage that left six people dead, 
attention has once again turned to how the 
ride-hailing service vets its drivers. 

Jason Dalton, 45, was arrested Sunda}^ 
and authorities say that he’s admitted to the 
shootings. Kalamazoo County Prosecutor 
Jeffrey Getting said Dalton had no prior crim- 
inal record and had passed Uber’s background 
check. 

In a July post on Uber’s website, the com- 
pany’s chief security officer, Joe Sullivan, 
detailed the screening process for potential 
drivers. 

Collecting driver information: Before 
people can drive for Uber, they must provide 
information including their full name, date 
of birth. Social Security number, driver’s li- 
cense number, a copy of their driver’s license, 
vehicle registration, insurance and proof of a 


completed vehicle inspection. 

Third-party screening: Uber uses a third 
party called Checkr, which is nationally ac- 
credited by the National Association of Pro- 
fessional Background Screeners, to perform 
background checks on its prospective drivers. 

Checkr runs the applicant’s name, address 
and Social Security number against the Dru 
Sjodin National Sex Offender Public Website 
and other databases. 

If a criminal record is identified, Checkr 
sends someone to review it in person at the 
relevant courthouse or pulls the record digi- 
tally 

“Verifying potential criminal records at the 
source ... helps ensure the records match the 
identity of the potential driver, and that any 
arrest resulted in a conviction,” the company 
said on its website. 

The screening also includes pulling the mo- 
tor vehicle registration file associated with 
the driver’s license number. 

What disqualifies a driver? A potential 
driver is automatically disqualified if he or 
she appears on the Department of Justice’s 
State Sex Offender Registry or the National 


Sex Offender Registry or on any database that 
flags terrorism suspects. 

Potential drivers also face disqualification 
if they have been convicted in the past seven 
years of DUI, fraud, reckless driving, hit and 
run, violent crimes, acts of terror, sexual of- 
fenses, felony or misdemeanor theft, fatal ac- 
cidents or resisting or evading arrest. 

The look-back limit: In California, back- 
ground check companies such as Checkr 
have a seven-year look-back limit on cer- 
tain records, meaning they can’t include any 
criminal records from more than seven years 
ago. 

“These laws are designed to give people the 
chance to rehabilitate themselves,” Uber said. 

The fingerprint issue: Uber does not use 
Live Scan, a company that takes a person’s 
fingerprints and runs them through FBI and 
state databases looking for a match. Unlike 
Checkr, it does not have a look-back limit. 

Uber has come under fire for this, with crit- 
ics calling its driver-screening process “com- 
pletely worthless” because it lacks finger- 
printing. 

Uber has pushed back, arguing that Live 


Scan is not 100 percent accurate because if 
a person’s prints are smudged (the original 
prints weren’t properly taken) or smoothed 
(fingertips can become less defined with age 
and use), the person may pass a Live Scan 
background check even if he or she had been 
arrested and fingerprinted in the past. 

Uber has also argued that Live Scan is 
flawed because FBI and state databases con- 
tain fingerprints of people who were never 
charged or convicted of crimes, which means 
innocent people maybe flagged. 

“Ultimately, when it comes to understand- 
ing what criminal record someone had, I 
think we do a good job,” Sullivan, Uber’s chief 
security officer, said in a call with reporters on 
Monday 

Uber’s main competitor in the US., Lyft, 
also does not use Live Scan. 

Nothing is 100 percent accurate: Uber has 
admitted that even its own background check 
system is not 100 percent accurate, saying, “a 
potential driver may have a stolen or fraudu- 
lent identity [or] an illegally obtained but 
valid Social Security number that cancels his 
or her true identity”

Chicago tech leaders 
back Apple against FBI

The US. is on a slippery slope in asking Apple 
to break into a terrorist’s iPhone, several Chi- 
cago tech leaders say 

A federal judge last week ordered Apple to 
help the FBI unlock the iPhone used by one 
of the shooters in the Dec. 2 terrorist attacks 
in San Bernardino, Calif, that kiUed 14 and 
injured 22, saying the phone could provide 
crucial evidence. 

In a memo accompanying the order, pros- 
ecutors said the software Apple would create 
would only affect the seized phone. But some 
still say this order goes too far, setting the 
stage for a battle between the tech industry 
and the counter-terrorism com- 
munity 

The problem is the nature of 
the request, said Brian Fitzpat- 
rick, founder and chief technol- 
ogy officer of restaurant ticket- 
ing company Tock. It doesn’t 
just ask Apple to break a single 
iPhone’s encryption, but or- 
ders the company to disable a 
feature on the terrorist’s phone 
that, like on all iPhones, wipes 
the device’s data after 10 incor- 
rect password entries. 

Apple says that’s not possible 
and that it would have to create 
software to open a backdoor 
into the device. 

“When you look at any type of backdoor 
kind of software or some way to get around, 
as soon as it exists it can fall into the wrong 
hands,” Fitzpatrick said. “There’s just no way 
to do that securely If you create a backdoor 
into a piece of software, anyone can use it.” 

Before joining Tock, Fitzpatrick was the 
senior engineering manager for Google in 
Chicago. He led the company’s transparency 
team, which publishes the number of requests 
Google gets from the government to remove 
content or turn over user information for 
criminal investigations. 


It’s important and worthwhile to help gov- 
ernment agencies track criminals, Fitzpatrick 
said, but asking Apple to create a tool only for 
government use is vastly different from re- 
questing information. 

“What they’re asking Apple to do is write 
software to bypass security measures on {the 
terrorist’s phone] so that someone else, in this 
case the government, can brute force their 
way in,” he said. “So a pretty big difference.” 

Google CEO Sundar Pichai tweeted about 
his opposition to the order on Wednesday 
saying that requiring companies to enable 
hacking of consumer devices could set a trou- 
bling precedent. 

Seth Kravitz, co-founder of 
Chicago-based startup booster 
Technori, agrees. 

“If you give the U.S. Fed- 
eral Government a single 
inch on privacy they will take 
100 miles worth of leeway,” 
Kravitz said in an email. “It’s a 
terrible idea to force a U.S. com- 
pany to compromise the secu- 
rity of all their devices by build- 
ing an Orwellian-like backdoor 
for exclusive use of the Federal 
Government.” 

Troy Henikoff, managing di- 
rector of seed-stage accelerator 
Techstars Chicago, said such a 
move by Apple may be a quick fix to the FBI’s 
problem now but would have negative ramifi- 
cations down the road. 

“There are many times when you do things 
that appear to be the right decision in the 
short run, but end up being the wrong deci- 
sion in the long run. This is one of those,” he 
said. It “is saying nothing can be private any- 
more.” 

Apple has adamantly opposed the order, 
publishing a letter to customers and sparking 
public discussion on the issue.

HOMICIDES IN CHICAGO 
DOUBLE COMPARED WITH 
SAME PERIOD LAST YEAR 


By Alexandra Chachkevitch 
and Megan Crepeau i Chicago tribune 
Four homicides over the weekend and two 
more Monday morning pushed Chicago’s 
homicide count so far this year to double the 
same period last year. 

As of Monday afternoon, the city had record- 
ed at least 95 homicides since the first of the 
year, compared with 47 last year, according to 
data kept by the Tribune. The city has also more 
than doubled the amount of people shot— 
about 420 this year compared with 193 last year. 

During the past weekend, 32 people were 
shot in Chicago, the youngest among them a 
3 -year-old boy shot in the leg in Englewood. 
The boy was hit by a stray bullet fired in a 
gang fight as he played with a relative in the 
5600 block of South Wolcott Avenue on 
Saturday afternoon, authorities said. He was 
taken to Comer Children’s Hospital, where 


his condition was stabilized. No arrests have 
been reported. 

Recent homicides reported in the city in- 
clude the shooting death of 20 -year-old Ter- 
rell Sykes. About 11:30 p.m. Friday Sykes was 
shot multiple times in the abdomen while 
standing out on the Gresham block where he 
lived.

Monday a cabbie was found 
shot to death in his taxi parked near a library 
in the 4400 block of North Leavitt Street, 
police said. Hours later, a 28 -year-old man was 
shot in the 6400 block of South Eggleston 
Avenue, said officer Ana Pacheco, a Chicago 
police spokeswoman.

A 
quick greeting is followed by an 8.5-mile run 
downtown to work. 

One is carrying her second baby The other 
carries the hopes of a history-making perfor- 
mance at the Rio Olympics in August. 

Heather Prekop, a former competitive 
marathoner due in mid-June, sometimes 
wonders: Do the people jogging alongside 
her friend Chirine Njeim realize they’re get- 
ting passed by an Olympian? 

Safe to say most do not. Njeim, 31, has 
made three Olympic ski teams for her native 
Lebanon but has not exactly reeled in maga- 
zine covers or endorsements. 

Njeim (“n-JAME”; the “n” is pronounced 
subtly) is genuinely excited she will receive 
three free pairs of running shoes this spring

the family home in Beirut. 

“I had no fear,” she said. “Head down, try to 
go as fast as possible.” 

She trained in France and then moved 
to Salt Lake City She made her first Olym- 
pic team at 16, carrying the flag at the 2002 
Games in Salt Lake City as one of two Leba- 
nese athletes. 

She completed the slalom (finishing 36th) 
and giant slalom (45th) despite having over- 
come ACL surgery a bout with anorexia that 
reduced her 5-foot-i frame to 86 pounds and 
the extreme nerves that accompany the pres- 
ence of a mechanical arm camera at the start- 
ing gate. 

She experienced the Olympics twice more, 
in 2006 and 2010, with a top finish of 34th in 
the downhill.

A handsome Lebanese-American man 
named Ronny Kamal consoled her as he also 
hoped for a standby seat. His name was called, 
and then she joined him in first class for the 
16 -hour trip. 

“It was the best first date— dinner, drinks, a 
movie,” he recalled. “We woke up next to each 
other and it wasn’t awkward.” 

Njeim and Kamal, a Toledo, Ohio, native 
who earned an MBA from Ohio State and 
works in management consulting, married in 
2012 and lived in the West Loop before mov- 
ing to Lakeview. 

By then Njeim had begun jogging nearly 
every day, often starting at 5:30 a.m., to stay in 
shape and explore Chicago’s neighborhoods. 

She made friends in the running commu- 
nity, offering a wave and a smile beyond the

Turns out that all the biking she did in the 
hills of Lebanon to strengthen her quads for 
ski racing also boosted her cardio. Njeim im- 
proved to 3:05.4 in the 2013 Chicago Mara- 
thon and 3:03.53 the following fall. 

Inspired by friends who exclaimed, “Break 
the 3!”, she boosted her training, following 
tempo (endurance) and speed workouts de- 
signed by Prekop, her current running part- 
ner. 

Njeim’s breakthrough came in October 
at the Chicago Marathon with a blistering 
2:46.41, 29th among women and 312th overall. 

Her next goal was to run a sub-2:45 to virtu- 
ally lock up a spot on the Lebanese Olympic 
team. (They will not be officially awarded un- 
til July)

A month after Chicago, Njeim ran the Bei- 
rut Marathon, and then another marathon in 
Houston in January 

Njeim said she was “exhausted” heading into 
Houston, but she loved the course— wide open 
with uncovered highways that yielded highly 
accurate split times via her Garmin watch. 

She had four miles to go when an American 
named Amy Robillard, wearing shorts with an 
Ohio State logo, approached and said: “My 
watch died. I need help to finish. C’mon, let’s 
do this!” 

Njeim crossed at 2:44.14. 

She continues to train in hopes of running 
asub-2:40 Olympic marathon. (Ethiopia’s Tiki 
Gelana won gold at the 2012 Games in 2:23.07.) 

By competing, she will join an exclusive 
club. 

Olympic historian Bill Mallon said only 
132 athletes (105 men, 27 women) have par- 
ticipated in the Winter and Summer Games. 
None has doubled in alpine skiing and track 
and field. (American Lolo Jones competed as a 
sprinter and brakewoman in bobsled.)

Njeim remains a face in the crowd in Chi- 
cago, but she has gained visibility in Lebanon. 
She drew fans and some critics, mainly older 
politicians, when she and fellow Lebanese 
skier Jackie Chamoun posed topless for a cal- 
endar that was released in 2014. 

“Lebanon is so conservative,” Njeim said. 
“I’m not embarrassed by it. It’s my body and 
I’m proud.” 

Njeim hopes to use her stature to empower 
women in a region, the Middle East, that can 
be stifling. 

“It’s motivating to see how people react,” 
she said. “You run fast, good things happen. 
The faster you run, the more things happen.”

D ino Russo knows that breaking up 
with someone is hard. 

“I can’t think of anything worse than some- 
body lying down in their bed and thinking, ‘I 
don’t want to be here,’ ” Russo said. 

That’s where Russo’s brainchild Smrtbrkp 
comes into play: 

While electronic breakup services Sorry 
It’s Over and The Breakup Shop gained no- 
toriety last year for being quick-service ways 
to end things, Russo builds custom plans that 
are tailored to his clientele. There are no Mad 
Libs-style emails offered here. 

Breaking up is rarely easy, and for those 
who are afraid to do it alone, Russo is there to 
help. While he’s not a counselor or a relation- 
ship expert, the 33-year-old uses his training 
in statistics and economics to “calculate odds 
and possible scenarios” based on your soon- 
to-be ex’s personality 

“I neutralize chaos,” Russo said. “I know 
how sensitive this is for some people, because 
nobody likes getting dumped.” 

Russo, who works as the director of opera- 
tions for a telecom startup at Chicago incuba- 
tor 1871, began helping people create breakup 
plans 10 years ago. While living in Argentina, 
he said, he heard of a friend of a friend who 
was shot in the thigh (though the target was 
a different body part) after a breakup. Shortly 
thereafter, a close friend was attacked by her 
ex-boyfriend, ending with a trip to the hospi- 
tal and a 50 -inch TV thrown out the window 


“I kept thinking that both situations could 
have been avoided with a little bit of plan- 
ning and understanding of the situation and 
significant other,” Russo said. “So I spent that 
whole night putting together a system to ac- 
tually break up safely and peacefully” 

After moving to Chicago two years ago, 
Russo received his MBA with a concentration 
in economics from Loyola University He used 
his educational background to create person- 
alized breakup plans ($300-$500 per plan) for 
Chicago couples. 

“I do it because I love it,” he said. “It makes 
me feel good when I know that someone 
avoided a potentially dangerous situation and 
they can move on with their life.” 

Russo’s services work best for those who 
are at their wits’ end with a relationship but 
aren’t sure how to go about ending it in a safe, 
controlled way 

“It’s not about love or emotion anymore; 
it’s about logistics,” he said. 

For people in emotionally or physically 
abusive relationships, Russo can provide a 
feeling of safety and support during a possibly 
damaging time. 

For many people who call Russo, a breakup 
isn’t the final outcome. He estimated that 
65 to 70 percent of the people who reach out 
to him don’t follow through on creating a 
breakup plan. He blames this on human im- 
pulsivity 

For instance, Russo knows that if he gets 
a call or email on a Sunday night (“They 
spend a weekend together, fighting a lot,” he 


explained), that person probably won’t make 
contact again. 

The popularity of Smrtbrkp is also contin- 
gent on the seasons. Most initial messages 
and phone calls happen in mid-June, when 
people can see warm weather and pool par- 
ties on the horizon. But come fall, the calls 
become more sparse, because, as Russo put it, 
“nobody breaks up before winter.” 

Creating a personalized plan begins with a 
phone consultation during which Russo asks 
questions about the situation at hand. He 
might ask about the dumpee’s temperament or 
the type of building the couple lives in. Then he 
assigns each answer a number value (from one 
to 10) that he uses to calculate the likelihood 
for chaos or danger to arise for the dumper. 

“If the variables assigned to a bad outcome 
are high, I would suggest they just avoid the 
situation altogether,” Russo said. 

In that scenario, Russo would recommend 
moving “the talk” to a public space or having 
family and friends on standby in case things 
go awry Russo then constructs a 20-day post- 
breakup plan to help his clients move forward 
with their lives. 

Russo has helped break up 20 Chicago 
couples over the past two years, working on 
approximately one plan a month. As the man 
behind the scenes, he has some sage wisdom 
for those about to face a breakup. 

“The main reason that people break up is 
because they don’t communicate,” he said. 
“They don’t say what they want.”
